To the Citizens of Strafford: 


In presenting this our annual report, we take pleasure in 
saying, in a general way, that the teachers employed have well 
earned their wages, having labored faithfully and with a good 
degree of success. 

It is a difficult matter to give satisfaction to all. To find 
fault is easy. It would be well if some parents had to take the 
place of the teacher, that they might learn to appreciate the 
difficulties of her position. Surely the teacher needs our ‘sym- 
pathy, which, more than anything else, nerves the arm and 
cheers the heart. 

We keenly sense our position and the many unpleasant duties 
incumbent upon us. We have tried in all our work to do our 
whole duty, and shall so continue with the one purpose of doing 
what is right, not by one only but the many who may be under 
our fostering care. 

During the year there have been twenty-five weeks of school. 
A spring term of nine weeks. Summer and fall terms of eight 
weeks each. 

The school in No. 5 was discontinued and the scholars added 
to No. 4. Also closed No. 15 and a part of the scholars go to 
No. 13 and the rest to No. 17, making two schools less to 
support. ,
